Just Keeps Rollin’ Along

Doug Harvey never seems to 
be going any place in a hockey 
game. 

He’s No. 2 down there in the 
St. Louis defense, the big fellow 
with the cherubic face, an eter- 
nal sparkle in his eyes) and al- 
ways that ghost of a smile: 

He never seems to bes@ding 
anywhere, but if you keep’ an 
eye on him you'll notice he’s 
usually in the right place—right 
in front of any puck or any 
player headed toward the goal 
on his side of the ice. 

Doug never seems to be moving 
around much, but he’s one of the 
primary reasons the Blues 
moved into the finals of the 
Stanley Cup playoffs a year ago, 
and one of the big reasons 
they’re coasting into another 
post-season series right now. 

Harvey’s hockey life has been 
unusual in many respects. 

Without question, he has been 
one of the greatest defensemen 
in NHL history. 

Yet, he didn’t turn pro until 
he was almost 23 years old. Then 
he played just 24 games with 
Buffalo until Montreal called 
him to the Forum. 

With the Canadiens for 18 full 
seasons he won the James Norris 
Memorial Trophy as the best de- 
fenseman in the NHL six times 
in seven terms. He might have 
won more of them, but the tro- 
phy had been in existence just 
one season before it landed in 
his trophy case for the first time. 

So what happens? After win- 
ning the Norris Trophy for the 
sixth time the Canadiens sold 
him to the New York Rangers. 

So what happens? He won 
that same Norris Memorial his 
first season with the Broadway 
Blues. 

But after just 14 games with 
the Rangers in the 1963-64 sea- 
son, they trundled him off to St. 
Paul of the Central Professional 


Hockey League, where he played 
five games. He finished the sea- 
son with the Quebec Aces. 

Doug played one season with 
Baltimore and part of another 
before Baz Bastien landed him 
with the Hornets in time to help

win the American Hockey 
League crown and the«Calder 
Cup in 1967. 

And right now he’s taking his 
regular turn on defense with the 
Blues. 

How did he get there? 

Well, a year ago last Fall, 
Lynn Patrick, managing direc- 
tor of the Blues, talked him into 
going to Kansas City as player- 
coach of the St. Louis farm in 
the CPHL. 

When the season ended, Scotty 
Bowman, Blues’ coach, talked 
him into coming to St. Louis for 
the Stanley Cup playoffs. Bow- 
man was short of defensemen at 
the time. 

Recently, somebody, after 
watching Doug casually stop- 
ping flying pucks and flying 
players around the St. Louis 
goal, asked Bowman: 

“Has Harvey been playing 
like this all season?” The an- 
swer was both terse and direct. 
“Doug is my best defenseman.” 


Harvey, who was 44 just a 
few days before last Christmas, 
has something going for him 
that very few defensemen have 
been able to master. He con- 
serves every ounce of his 
strength all through a game and, 
apparently, is just as strong at 
the final buzzer as he was when 
he stood for the National An- 
them. 

“He never seems to move an 
inch further than necessary,” 
one observer noted recently. 
“Still, he gets the job done back 
there and finds time to set up 
teammates for goals, too.” 

That he does. Doug has 450 
assists in regular league games 
right now. He has 64 assists in 
Stanley Cup games, including 
four last Spring. 

But has he slowed down at 
44-plus? He never seemed to be 
moving too fast at any time. 

“Well, I don’t do as much 
rushin’ as I used to,” he says 
with the same casualness which 
marks his movements on the ice 
—and off the ice, too. 

“If we’re behind I rush, try 
to get somethin’ started. This 
team doesn’t get behind very 
much. I don’t rush very often.” 

How does he feel about the 
Canadiens? After all, he was 
born-and grew up in Montreal. 

Hegust laughs. 

“Nobody fooled me. I knew the 
Canadiens didn’t want me. So I 
didn’t want them.” 

Then he thought™back to that 
first year with the Rangers. 

“Toughest year I ever put in. 
Playin’ and coachin’ — that’s no 
bargain.” 

That season didn’t hurt the 
Blues any. It started him on a 
somewhat nomadic existence 
which eventually brought him 
into the St. Louis Arena where, 
it appears, he may stay for some 
time. 

After all, like the Little Brook 
in the poem, he just goes on and 
on.

Rupp rides ‘em out 


of the alley

They passed like ships in the 
night, silent, their thoughts run- 
ning deep. 


One was a battleship, so to 
speak, thought to have been in 
too many campaigns, the other 
a cruiser, sleeker and faster. 


They passed in the visitor’s 
dressing room at the Civic 
Arena on a night late in Jan- 
uary, moments after the Minne- 
sota North Stars had whipped 
the Penguins, 3-1. 


Duane Rupp, the cruiser, tall 
and handsome, stood silently at 
the rear of the room, somewhat 
stunned by the news that he had 
been traded to the Penguins. 


There had been too many de- 
fensemen on the Minnesota#¥os> 
ter, and he hadn’t been playing 
in recent games, yet he did not 
expect this. 


Then Leo Boivin, the battle- 
ship, moved past him. At 36, 
Boivin was six years older than 
Rupp. A tough, hard-rock de- 
fenseman, he has seen 16 seasons 
of service in the National Hockey 
League. Once one of the game’s 
most punishing checkers, he has 
the battle ribbons embroidered 
on his face to prove it. Boivin 
was carrying a small black suit- 
case. He’s a sensitive guy, and 
he was shook up by the trade, 
and his sad-looking pug showed 
it. 


Wren Blair, general manager 
and coach of the North Stars, 
had already patted Rupp on the 
back, and wished him well. Now 


he was giving Boivin a glad 
hand and welcoming him to the 
new team. 


It was a trade that had fans 
fuming in both cities involved. 
Boivin was one of the most pop- 
ular) players on the Penguin 
teams"In the Twin Cities the 
fans wanted, to know whatever 
happened toBlair’s “youth move- 
ment.” 


Blair and Penguin General 
Manager Jack Riley both had a 
parcel of reasons for making the 
trade. The Penguins, Riley 
pointed out, gained six years in 
the trade, to say nothing of six 
inches and ten pounds. Rupp has 
good size at 6-1, 195 pounds. 


“We're very pleased with the 
way Rupp has performed for 
us,” remarked Riley last week, 
the day after the Penguins had 
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DUANE RUPP 


beaten Chicago, 4-8, for the 
team’s third victory in four 
games against the established 
Eastern Division. ‘He’s not a 
guy who’s going to knock every- 
body on their can, but he’s 
helped us. 


“I know he’s not a crowd 
pleaser. He’s not a spectacular 
type of player. He’s not a very 
colorful guy. He’s a yup, nope 
Gary Cooper kind of guy.” I 
hear people getting on him al- 
ready. He’s not running people 
into the boards, but he rides his 
man out of the power alleys. 
He’s always in the right posi- 
tion, and he doesn’t get. caught 
up ice too often. 


“Hitting isn’t his game. I al- 
ways say singers shouldn’t try 
to dance and dancers shouldn’t 
try to sing. We look for a guy 
like (Bryan) Watson to do our 
hitting. The fans compare Rupp 
with Boivin, but it’s not fair. 
Leo’s a different type. He was 
a belter. But Leo couldn’t han- 
dle the puck like Rupp. He 
makes good plays. You have to 
get to know him to appreciate 
him.” 


One of the expansion divi- 
sion’s all-star selections on de- 
fense, it might be pointed out, 
is Bill White of the Los Angeles 
Kings, who plays his position 
smart, rather than tough. 


Red Sullivan is satisfied with 
Rupp’s efforts to date. “Our de- 
fense has really tightened up in 
recent games,” said Sully, “and 
I have to believe it’s one of the 
reasons we're going so good. 
Watson’s done wonders for us, 
and (Bob) Woytowich and 
(Billy) Speer have been work- 
ing well together. We’ve been 
checking with more authority.” 


“Rupp’s been playing the type 
of hockey I knew he’d play for 
me,” said Sullivan. ‘He’s a de- 
ceiving guy. He takes the guys 
out on our end of the ice. He’s 
big and strong and has the long 
reach to poke check effectively. 
I like him because he’s an intel- 
ligent player.” 


Sullivan says the fans reac- 
tion to Rupp won’t hurt him. 
“They can get on him all they 
want,” he said. “He’s one guy 
that’s not going to let it bother 
him.” ; 


After the regulars skated off 
the ice at practice last Friday 
afternoon, some of the stand-ins 
stayed around to get some extra 
work. Dune McCallum, Noel 
Price and Tracy Pratt, all de- 
fensemen, had seldom seen any 
game. action in recent weeks. 


“They’re.champing at. the bit 
to get in there,’”’ Riley remarked. 
“Maybevit’s good to keep a 
couple of extra.guys around. It 
keeps everyone on their toes.” 


Sullivan says it’s a good situa- 
tion. ‘When those guys get in 
the line-up,” he said, “they make 
a big effort to stay in the line- 
up.” 


Duane Rupp recalls what hap- 
pened in Minnesota to allow any 
of the extras take his spot in 
the starting line-up away from 
him. He’s making the big effort 
to stay put in Pittsburgh.

ICING THE PUCK 


An icing occurs when a player shoots 
the puck from his own side of the red 
line across the opponent’s goal line (but 
not into the net), The play is whistled 
down when any player of the opposing 
team (except the*goaltender) touches the 
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Icing—Arms folded 
across chest. 


puck, and the puck is brought back into 
the circle near the offending team’s goal 
for a faceoff. There are four situations 
when the icing call is nullified. 


j—When a team is shorthanded. 


2—When, in the judgment of the of- 
ficials, a member of the opposing team 
could have played the puck before it 
crossed his goal line. 


3—When a member of the team which 
iced the puck touches it before a mem- 
ber of the opposing team does (provided 
he is not offside). 


4—When the puck passes through any 
portion of the goalie’s crease. (If it cuts 
across the crease on a rebound off the 
boards, the icing rule remains in effect.) 


OFFSIDES 


A play can be whistled down as off- 
side for two reasons. The most frequent 
infraction occurs when a member of the 
attacking team precedes the puck across 
the blue line into the opponents’ zone. 
The puck must, at all times, precede any 
attacking player across the blue line into 
the defending team’s zone. 


The second offside is called when a 
player passes the puck forward across the 
blue line and the red line to one of his 
teammates. 


The determining factor in offsides is 
the position of the skates. If a player has 
one skate on one side of a line and the 
other skate on the other side of the line, 
he is not offside. Both skates must be 
over the line ahead of the puck to be 
considered offside. 


DELAYED WHISTLES 


There are three kinds of delayed or 
“slow” whistles common in hockey 
games. All are indicated when one of 
the officials raises an arm above his 
head. If the official drops his arm with- 
out blowing a whistle, the play continues. 


One delayed whistle is on an icing. If 
any of the four exceptions to the icing 
call listed above occur, the icing is nulli- 
fied, the official drops his arm and play 
continues. 


Another delayed whistle can occur on 
an offside. If an attacking player crosses 
the blue line before the puck but his 
team does not have possession of the 
puck—perhaps due to an errant pass— 
and thesdefending team takes immediate 
possession \of puck, a slow whistle can 
occur. If the defending team moves the 
puck ‘out’ over their own blue line, the 
linesman drops his arm without a whistle. 


Delayed Whistle—Arm 
extended above head. 


If they are not able to bring the puck 
out, the play is stopped and a faceoff 
takes place outside the blue line. 


The third delayed whistle occurs on a 
penalty. If one team has possession of 
the puck and a member of that team is 
fouled by a member of the opposing 
team, the referee raises his arm and 
points repeatedly at the offending player. 
When the offending team gains actual 
control of the puck, play is stopped and 
the penalty imposed. If the offended 
team scores before losing the puck the 
penalty is nullified. 


SCORING 


To score, the entire puck must cross 
the goal line. The red light flashes be- 
hind the goal when the puck has crossed 
the line. The goal does not count if: 


1—An attacking player kicks, throws 
or deliberately steers the puck directly 
into the net with anything other than his

stick. He can, however, kick the puck 
off another player, other than the goalie, 
deflecting it in the net. 


2—Another member of the attacking 
team is in the goal crease and is not held 
there by one of the defending team. 


The last man on the scoring team to 
touch the puck before it goes into the 
net gets credit for the goal. No more 
than two assists may be given on any 
goal, and are awarded to the two men 
who touch the puck previous to the goal 
scorer. 


If the scoring team never touches the 
puck the goal is awarded to the player 
nearest the net. The goal is unassisted. 


PENALTY CLASSES 


Minor — Offending player must serve 
two minutes in penalty box, leaving his 
team shorthanded. 


Bench Minor — Another two-minute 
offense. Player from the penalized team 
is removed to the penalty box, leaving 
the team shorthanded. 


If a team scores while the other is 
shorthanded as the result of a minor 
penalty, the penalized player may return 
to the ice. If a team is shorthanded by 
two minor penalties, the first-penalized 
player returns. 


Major — Offending player is removed 
for five minutes, leaving his team short- 
handed. If the opposing team scores, he 
may not return to the ice. When players 
ofeach team receive majors, substitu- 
tionsvare allowed on the ice. 


Misconduct—Referee 
places both hands on 
hips several times and 

points to penalized 

player. 


Misconduct—A 10-minute penalty call- 
ing for removal of the offending player 
and an automatic $25 fine. A substitute 
is allowed. This penalty is usually called 
against a player who is abusive to an 
official in either language or gesture.

The Penguins are staging a. 


three team dog-fight*with\Min- 
nesota and Philadelphia for the 
fourth and final spot in the 
Western Division playoffs. =Go- 
ing into tonight’s activity, Phil- 
adelphia holds down the vital 
fourth slot but have played two 
more games than Minnesota and 
one more than the Penguins. 
Philadelphia is idle tonight while 
the North Stars host the Oak- 
land Seals. 

Of the Penguins’ 13 games, 
six are at home and seven are on 
the road. Minnesota has seven 
and seven while Philadelphia 
has seven at home and five 
away. 

Pittsburgh plays eight games 
with teams in the West Division 
and five against the East. Min- 
nesota has ten and four and 
Philadelphia has three and nine.

Underrated Sf. Louis Star 
Roberts “Likes To Smile” 


Te National Hockey League’s 
recent All-Star game, the first of an 
East-West variety, ended in a 3-3 
draw, which surprised an awful lot of 
hockey fans. 

There were many reaSons.why, but 
the one most overlooked was the sec- 
ond period goal scored by Jimmy 
Roberts, of the St. Louis Blues; 

When the game had ended, people 
flocked around the superstars in ‘the 
East dressing room, And, around 
Bernie Parent, Red Berenson, Claude 
Larose and Scotty Bowman in the 
West’s quarters. 

Jimmy Roberts, whose goal counted 
just as much as any scored in the 
game, was left to himself—to shower 
and dress quietly. 

Roberts didn’t feel a bit out of 
place, though, for it has always been 
that way with the Blues’ handyman. 

Roberts is a hard-working forward- 
defenseman, a very valuable hockey 
player. He could probably play on 
any team in the NHL, but he never 
receives much fanfare. 

Goalies Glenn Hall and Jacques 
Plante have been receiving most of 
the credit for the Blues’ charge to the 
front of the West Division this year. 
And, Red Berenson has been making 
the headlines with his goal-scoring 
feats. 

But, Jim Roberts just might be the 
Blues’ most valuable player. 

“He can do anything,” said coach 
Scotty Bowman. “He kills penalties, 
plays up front and often drops back 
on defense. He’s a very valuable man 
to have around, No matter where you 
put him, or what job you give him, 
you can be sure he'll come up with a 
good performance.” 

Because he is constantly playing a 
different position, Roberts didn’t re- 
ceive enough votes to make the All- 
Star team. But, Bowman quickly 
added him when he got the chance. 

“Some people knocked the choice,” 
Scotty said before the game, “but I'll

Roberts, “and I’m a guy who likes to 
smile.” 

Roberts hasn’t been involved with 
losers often in his career. He played 
four years with the Montreal Cana- 
diens and went to the Stanley Cup 


finals every year. Twice, he experi- 
enced the joy of winning the Cup. 

A native of Toronto, Roberts was 
picked up by the Blues in the expan- 
sion draft. It is no coincidence that he 
and the Blues landed in the Stanley 
Cup finals their first year together. 

In fact, Roberts started the team on 
their way. It was he who scored the 
winning goal in the first game of last 
year’s opening playoff series with the 
Flyers. - 

With less than six minutes remain- 
ing in the game, Jim wound up with 
the puck in front of the Flyers net. He 
drilled it past Bernie Parent and the 
Blues had a 1-0 victory. Winning that 
first game gave the Blues a big lift 
and they eventually went on to 
eliminate the Flyers, four games to 
three. 

“I just happened to be in the right 
spot,” Jim said modestly. “It was just 
one of those things.” 

Roberts, who has never been a big 
goal scorer, says he would like to 
score 20 some year. 

“I would like to get 20 in the 
NHL,” he said, “but if I can play de- 
fense, I'll be happy just to settle for 
making our defense the best. I’ve al- 
ways believed that the team with the 
least \goals=scored on it will wind up 
first—or very close to it.” 

A bachelor; "Roberts has no regrets 
about leaving’Montteal and says play- 
ing in St. Louis is like a “dream.” 

“Every Canadian ‘hockey player 
wants to be with Montreal,” he said. 
“My four years there were enjoyable. 

“However, this is a brand new 
world, St. Louis is a great city and 
this is a great hockey team. The own- 
ers have treated us great. They have 
made playing hockey fun for most of 
us. 
“All I hope is that I help make the 
Blues a winner like Montreal has been 
for years.” 

If that should happen, chances are 
Jimmy Roberts won't receive half the 
credit he deserves.
